why ? Some thinke, becauſe hinfſelfe-might be relicued of. 
Famine, and ſo not die: and hecoucting to die with the - 
people, would therefore chooſe the peſtilence which would - 
as well ſezze ypon him; This 1s ſomewhat, but I ſceit notin ; 
this ſcripture. After he had ſcene a fearfull fall of the peo-: 


ple, he coueted Gods hand to be turned againſt hiin : but 
that he was of ſuch mind before that Fall, it ſhould not 
ſceme firſt, becauſe his heart(before Gedthe prophet came 
ro him) was ſmitten with the ſight of his ſinne, whereupon 
he repented : ſecondly, becauſe in his option of thepeſti- 
lence, he expreflie expeted ſome great mercie in the midit 
of judgement. But the dire& cauſe of eleQing this Plague, 


was{l doubt not) divided (atleaſt) intotheſe two reſpedts : | 


the firſt; ayming at the eaſmeſſe of death: for to die-of fa- 
mine 1s a more [:ngring torturing death; And herem ap- 
peared Davids Charitie. The ſecond ayming at the Chur- 
ches enriching with neceſlaries advcadie polleſſed : for fa- 
mine would haue deuoured vp all her maintenance. And 
herein was both /ove and policie. Daxnid being a Prophet, 
he could not haue fewer godlierefpeRs in his option. 

Of all theſe three plagues, Sword, Famine, and Pefti- 
tence, I conclude the laſt to bring with it the moſt mercie. 
If the Aduerſaries ſword deſtroy, &the mockings, proud 
inſultings, filthic proſbtutions; cruell oppreſſions, accom-

* True it is, that for certaine « bodily vncleanneſſes and 
maladies, people vnder the lawe of 4foſes were to be ſeue- 
red from the Church, more orleſle : and yet now no com- 
maundement vnto vs; why 2 For that they were a part of 
the Ceremonial law, This may appeare, firſt from the rites, 
ſecondly , from their fron. In certaine vncleanneſ- 
ſes, they were to waſh themſelues with water, and then (not 
before) to be held cleane for company. For the Leprofie, it 
was cenſured onely by the Eccleſiaſticall Miniſter z and 
this hee did not till hee ſawe it , and ſometimes not till 
he had made ſome fourteene dayes triall; and ſpeciall rules 
he had for the triall. Who will ſay that theſe rites were nat 
ceremoniall and aboliſhed, beſides that the Prieſt had no 
feare of the leprous-plague during all the time ofhis pro.

The 
Kings Maieſty hath cftſoones referred this peritis to the Lord Biſhop 
of London, who is required by his Highnes calling other of the Hy- 
commiſſion vnto him, withall convenicnt expedition and according 
tothe Law,to proceede to judgement, cither with or againſt the par- 
tie,as bis cauſc ſhall deſcruc; that his Highnes may not further bee 
importuned herein. So farre the Kings commaund. 

To the Biſhop I ſent it, bur hearing nothing from him,a fortnight 
after, I ſentrothe King againe. About a week after, I was conventcd,

No, we are not to 
neglect ſuch narurall meanes,as reaſon & experience haue found ont 
co avayle againſt Natarall infirmiry [ Deo non ob# ante] the Lord not 
croſſing nature. Otherwiſe, we ſhalb= found tempters of God, lea- 
ving our way; rather then faithfull keepers of our way. Thus much 
there, and much more then this, for approving and enioying Phiſical 

ratiſc,in regard of ſuch contagious corruption. How greatly then 
has rhay ſinned againſt the evident trueth,who hane faid,that Clap- 
bam taught the Plague not at all to be infectious, as alſo that he reie- 
&cd the practiſcrs I Phiſicall meanes for Atheiſtes ? But how deepe 
haue their ſinne bene, *who laying my ſaid EpiFHe before them, haue 
culled out all ſpoken of the Angells (troke, & of pretence haue skip- 
ped over theſe aforclaid ſpeaches and the like, rouching Infe&tion & 
Phiſicall meanes; and thar for ſo framing their Articles, as it might 
be thought, that my ſaide EpiFletaught no ſuch infetion, no ſuch 
vic of Phiſicke, and ſo conſequently (as they ſpeake) (lapham an oc- 
caſton of the death of thouſands. IF (as He, that write the ſpirituall 
perfume) 1 ſhould haue skipp:d ouer ſuch naturall reſpectes (and 
why?may nota Divine do ir,whoſe practiſe is,not to preach Philick) 
how would all accuſations then haue paſled for current againſt me. 
Yea, the Biſhop knowes by a letter writ to him, how in the Palpir [ 
ſaid, Whoſoener deemtes pultilenced ayre, earth bodyes to be in their 
owne nature infeCtious; they deſerucd rather to be taught ir in Bride- 
well with ſtripes, then our of the pulpite with Argumentes. And yer 
this hath helped nothing. 

That the Plague (rhar is,peſtilenced ayre,carth bodyes) ſhould bee 
infectious naturally (for we ſpeak not againſt Gods providence, ſom- 
times croſſing nature, as once it hindered the Lyon from 'hurtinge 
the Aſſe, who otherwiſe according to his devouring nature , killed 
the diſobedient Ryder, 1.King.13. but we ſpeake of the nature of the 
corruption it ſclfe) it can not be marvayled at or gaynefayd, when as 
we finde and grauntr, inferiour diſcaſes amongſt mankind & beaſtes 
ro be readily and ſharply infectious, and ordinarily to be prevented & 
healed by naturall remedy.
